This BoIdnePs and Godly Refolntiop of 
theirSjfb difturbed and difquieled their Eno- 
mies, that they ha4 Reft neither Nigtil not 
Day : Once before at Midnighl there came 
many to the Priron-Gate •■, they heard the 
Keys, and looked erery i^inute when they 
would come in \ But the Lord prefervcd Chem 
out of their Hands, and ftrucktheir perfecu- 
t6r.s as with Blindnefs, and they ran aboiis 
hi a reftleft Com;iiotioR for Four Hours 
time: And now, abooc the Eighth or Mintb 
Hoar In the Evening, thay Tent a Drum to 
R-oclaim ai the Prifon-Gatc (they knew 
BOt the Words) but fuppofcd. it to be a 
Proclamation againft tbem j which IDcewife 
came to nothing: - And again, aboQt the 
Foarth Hour in the Morning they came with 
a Drum and Gnnsj and went to tile Gate, 
as if they would have devoared them ia a 
Moment. But the Lord lifted up his own 
Standard, and they Retreated : Prailes and 
Hoaoar be given lo God for ever.

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So great wai their AtSi^os, that Sdr^h

The laft Day of their- Fall, ttiey began 
to be a Hungry, and they did Eat aod were 
rcfreftrcd, and glorified God; whocorafors- 
cd them in the tnidft of their Extremityl 

They ame often with their Phyflcian to 
tt&i them, and ftill {iretended it vtai iii. Cha- 
rity: Whetcnponi Katharine £m»j asked 
them, whether they Icept them ia that hot 
Room to Icin Vm, and brought a PhyHciaa 
to make them alire ? The Friac aafnered, 
TbMt thi Jnifittlaer muU Ufi b« Hi*d if ht 
fkodU tMkt tktm tktnct ; 4ud it wm kttttr t* 
kirpthem thirty tktn to kit thim. 

The Roomwas To hotaad cloie, thattliey 
were often fain to rife OQC of their Bed, and 
lie down at a chink of the Door for Air to 
fetch Breath \ and what with the deep Exer- 
dfes within, and heat without; their Skins 
were like Sbeeps Leather, and iheHairdid 
fan off their Heads^aad they did faint often. 
Their AffliSioin were fo great, chat whea i 
U was Day they wi&ed ft>r Nighty and 
when it was Night they wllhtd b>r Dayj 
they fbttght Death, but could' hti fidd ii ; 
ehqr defircd va Die, t>at Oi^^ fled from 
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'dicm: Tbey did eit their Bread VV^eepiii^ 
and niiiigled their Driak with their Tcsrs.

So he went away from her in a Ra^e, and 
as be was making faft the Door, he put ia 
his Hand at the Hole of the Poor, and 
faid, jibidt tktrt^ Mtmbtr of the Dtvil ; Ihcr 
anfwer'd, th« Devil's Members did theDe- 

. vil's Worksi but the Woes and Plagues o£ 
the Lord would be upon them for it. He 
went and told the Inquilitor of this, but 
he laugh-'d at him: however ihe was moved. 
CHIC of that Room before hecameagaia. 

When he came, he brought one of the 
Lord Iriquifitoi's Men with him, and two- 
very good f^t^ns, faying. The Lord Jnejuifitor 
had felt ihein in Love tn her : (he told him, (be. 
received his Love, but could not take any 
of his Hens : for it was not the Pradice of 
the Servants of the Lord, to be chargeable 
to any while they bad of their owa. He. 
■ fdid 
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faid, Thty fhmlJ tttt cernn sny thirtg thrtr emr, 
for in thf primitive Times they didftO their fgf- 
feffions^ a»d laid them down »t the Afefiln 
fett \ laying, Thiy- fhauU not vam d/ty thirty 
if theyjfem A Theupind Crowns onihem: and 
told her (he was proud^ btceitft^t rotuld mtrt- - 
ceive tht InquijitoT^s Hens^ whtn he had fent 
tbtm her in Qmrity. She afk'd him, why 
the Inqaifkor kepc her in Prifon, and fenc 
her his Charity ? He faid, h vea* for tht goad 
«f their Souls, thdt he kept them in Priftn : 
Ihe told him, their Souls were "oat of the 
Inqui(itor*s Reach, or his either. He told 
her, as he had, doae before. That thty hud 
not tht true Faith ^ and fhewing her his Crn- 
cifix, afk'd her. If ^e thtnght ht did ^erfhip 
that ? She a&'d him, what clfe he did with 
it ? he laid, A xeat a Reprefetitatien : (he rc- 
ply'd, it did noa rcprefeni: Chrill, for he 
was the exprefe Image of his Father's Glory, 
which is Light and Life ^ telling him. If 
he could put any Life ip any of his Images, 
he might bring them eo her : and afk'd 
him, what Reprerenutioni3>»]iW bad in the 
Lions Den? or Jonah ia the Whales Belly, 
they cry'd unto the Lord, and he deliver'd 
them. He told her, Jhe taJk'd tike a Mad 
Woman, iMcaufe Ihe talk'd fo moch agaiad; 
their Idols ^ and in a Rage faid, Ht would 
givt her ta the Devil : flie bid him give his

ThQjr could glory in the Lord, for that al- 
though they were Childreaof Wrath once, 
as well as others, (he Lord had quickae.d 
them by the living Word of his Grace, 

^ and -bad wafhed, .cleanPed, and TandiRed 
them in Souland Spirit, in meafure: and that 
they pcefsM forwards, lowards that which is 
perfcft: then faeiaid, Hiy vert ^tcd Women. 
The £ri«rs ,went again .to Sitraii, and 
told her, Jf ^e wedd^ mi^ht £.0 ferth of the 
Frifan, provided pit would neither fay' nor d» 
My thing. She told them, (he would cpon 
that Account.:. So tliey faid, They tocHld 

, come to her ttgain in the Marnifig \ which they 
did. Bub in the mean time the Lord fore- 
warned Sarah of their Deceit; and bronght 
to her remembrance £/-»«, who Sold his 
Birth-right for a Mefs ot Potage ^ and Jwi/^* 
who betrayed hU Matter: So tliat when 
Ihey came, (he, ftanding in the Counlel of 
God, was ftrengthried againft them, and 
.told

Thy vtrt tht Lvtd's Fteist 
and -ihewed their deceitful Gowns and 
tbeir fliaven Crowns, faying, Thiy did vur 
ihtm far God's fiihj to bt Idifght M by tbt 
World. K. Evrns told them, They did not 
wear them for God's fake, unlefs they were 
moved of the Holy Spirit of God to wear 
them. He faid, h wm no matttry thty did 
wt*r thorn btCMHft of thiir Suptrion. This 
fiiews them unliable and double-minded; 
firfl: It was for Got^i fititt and then for theic 
Snptriors. 

The Realbn of their being thus flraitned . 
for Food, was by the Means of this Frier:

t^y did Qoifear an;' Evil Tidiogs, be- 



cMife thtj were Teitlcd and grounded la the . . 
Truth, asd the more they perftcvted them, 
the more ftronger they grew : ibcy were 
fo bold and valiant for God's Troth, thai 
whatlbever they fuffered they did aoi fear. 

At aooiher time he told Stirttby That 
JCM/mtrint was » iVitth, and that {he jfm* 
•kat WM dtnt M London, and for that Rca- 
fbn he laid, hi wotddgots her n» mart: fot 
KMthtmntt when he told her any thing chat 
was nntrue, reply'd, Sht htid * Witnifsfn^ 
Cod in her that wm fteithfui md trm^ »nd&§ 
did heUeve Go£t Witntfi. 

And indeed this Frier was quite weary 
of vilittng thetn both, but it feems not at 
all weary of Perfecution : the common and 
frcqneat Repulles, and denial of his hypo- 
critical Pretences of Kindnefs, made hint 
beleech.the Lord Inqailitor that he might 
go no more. to them, and that Kdiharint 
£v«ti might be Tent lo R^mee batthereia 
he was difappointed-t which made bim leek 
to have them both fent thither : And this 
way feemM to aitfwer bis Mind, To thai 
th<^ were feemingt^ refolved to fend thnit 
both. And accordingly, that the Accu- 
iation againft them might not want any 
thing that would have tncenc'd the Powers 
there againft them, this Eaglilh Frier wai - 
ordered to goto /tffBir Srih 
-- ° And 



- And iti order thereunto be came to the 
lagnintion Ctumber, with a Scribe, co 
write fome Allegatioas againlt'or coacera- 
ing them, to carry with him. The Frier 
and this Scribe, were writing pare of three 
Days, acid when they had ended if, Kath»' 
rint Evunt was not free to Eat, till, the 
Scribe did come where fhe was, thai (he 
might pronounce Woe againft it, and defie 
iti which Ibe did in the Name or the Lot^, 
and it came to nought lilte the Reft. 

NoPT the Frier was gone to £»»», and 
they told them, he mufl: flay there til) ihey 
came j and to thai End, there was great . 
ftriving to fend them \ but they were pre- 
vented that they could not. 

In this reparation of thefe two Hand- 
maids of God, though they. had found out 
ttieir Innoceoi Intercourfe that they had 
by Wrixiog, as before. Page yet God 
would not fuffer that they Ihould hinder 
them ftill \ but he provided them other 
Means, which was thus. 
,.Therc were Five Doors between S-e-itA 
and KAthnrwe^ with Locks and Bolts, and 
the Keeper did not make them fo fait, but 
that SATAh could conie where Ktuharini could 
fee her ; But copld not fpeak to her, by 
reafonof ihofe that did watch them Kighi 
and Day : Often did Ibe come by this means 
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' to Kathitrinii Door by Night, and in her 
Pafliage, was oblig'd to go by a Friers Door ; 
this Ukewife was difcovcred by thofe who 
watch'd about the Friron, and complaio'd 
of, aad occafioned her being lock'd up ■- - 
gain : But they had no Peace in that till the ^ 
Goon were Open. Then did they fit ia 
the fight of each other, to wail upon the 
Lord, and cry to him, fo that their Voices 
were heard far \ then were the Complainers 
weary-, and the Lord by this means did 
work to have them brought together. The 
Magiftrates did come in and look upon ttiem 
fometimes, but faid nothing to them. 

Now came the Conful to KMhdrine again, 
by whofe Treacherous Aft they were de- 
tained, and had fuch deep Tryals and Per- 
fcrcution, in the Inqoifition, and a Scribe 
along with him, and told her, he bad 
Iwought a DeHtr from a Mailer of a Ship 
that came from flymoKth^ for them: She 
told him, fhe did receive her Conntryman's 
Lolve, but conld not receive his Money. 
The Conful afk'd her, Wh4t (he muU do if 
AtwouUtAtntMtniyf Shofaid, The Lord * 
was her Portion, and flie flio4| 4|b« lacic 
any good things telling him, that they 
were in his Houfc near Fifteen V^eeks \ and 
afk'd him, whether in all thai ticne he did 
ice any. Caufe of Destb or fiouds in them. . 



Be aafimed, N». Then flat aft'd bim. 
How he wouW dirpcnce wiih his Confcieflce, 
in tuning them, he would have them before 
the Inqnifitor, in order to their Releafe, 
when he knew the Room was provided for 
them? And that, had they not been Icept 
alive by the Mighty Power of God, ebey 
might have been dead long fiflce. He rc- 
ply'd. How etuld I Mp itf She anfwered. 
That they were the Servants of the Living 
God, and were brought there by Perraiffion ; 
and in the Spirit of Meeknefs, gave in ihdr 
Teftimony for the Lord in Faiihfplneft, 
and told them the Truth as it is in Jefus, 
and called thcra to Repentance, and fore- 
warned ihcm in Love w their Souls, of the 
Evil the Lord was bringing upon them, if 
they did not Repeat. The Conful anfwer- 
ed, Howtverit h^ it vnUgontSmtir yeu, 

, The Conful required a Sign of lOuhtirmt, . 
when fhe was at his Houfe, that he might 
know if they were the Servants of God ; 
and Ihc gave him a Sign from the Living 
.God, and &cr*fc gave him another. Now 
Jr*f<i4r%-aflc'd him, whether thai was oot 
>tnie mfthfccy then fpake to him : and he 
rcply^d, "/riPrf* i faying, to Excufe himfelf, 
JFUmJhaitkW htbitf She anfwered, Thbo 
art a Condemned Perfon, and ftaudeft Guil- 
ty before God j yet wv^rehelefi Repeal, if 
thou 
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IhoQ atiS: fad a Place. He feiga«}lp rmil- 
cd, aad made tight of this to the Scribe, bn'l 
his Lips qairer'd aad Ms Belly trembled, 
and he coakl faardly ftand upon his Leei. 

From K*tk»-inf he went to Sjt'A wiib the 
Dcrilar j but Jlie tpld biiu the conld ool Uke 
the Money ; but if he had a Letter for then), 
Ihe woaid be free to receive that. He re- 
plyM, Ut hut not miy. Then he aiked her 
W»M (ht did 9tmt t Aad Ihe anfwered, the 
Lord nas her Shepherd, Ihecoold act irani 
any good thing ; bat (he did long for her 
Freenosi' He &id, Tlwt yen wntf havt f» 
tim*i faying, that ibey fhould have Inkuiad 
Paper to Write : But when be was g<»iet. 
tbey would not let ibem have any^^

This Conful was Sworn apon his Oath to 

protect the EngU^y and their Kaler bid hfm 

let them go about their BafiaeTs : Bat he .

were of God, as any of tbem vjiid mmu-^ 

ed a Sign, as aforefaid, and boimiH^s on. . ; 

him ; for he was as proper aMaif ayny we^j^ 

. in the City, Lufty, and in his pnme Age^ 

but he was confumed like a Saail in a Sb^l; 

k Which wai a fufficieiU Siga for ihc wliole 

aiy. 



City, if their Hearts were not harder than 
AJamsnts ; and the iiexc time tbey heard of 
him, he was Dead. '' 

Now h pleafed the Lord to make way for 
their coming together, afrer thejr had been 
feparatcd Oae Year \ and KatHdriiu had nei- 
ther Fire nor Candle above two Hours in 
aU that time; for none did bring her any, 
aod Ihe had not freedom to call for any. 

There were of divers Nations, Prifoners 
brougbtiato the Inquilltion, and the Friers, 
and the relt thaG were Great, did go (after 
their manner) to make Chrillians of them- 
And thefe two Handmaids were made to 
fland up againll them, and their Ways, 
and deny them in the Name of the Lord, 
and to declare the Truth to the fimple Heart- 
ed frequently; though with the hazard of 
their Lives : for. they could not endure to 
hear the N^mc of the Lord Blafphemed, 
nor hh.pnrc way of Truth perverted, 
nor the Ignorant deceived. And their 
Burthens continued very heavy, and their 
Righienus Soul's were vexed with the filthy 
ConwTdgpp of the Wicked, and'the pare 
Seed or (Jod was preft from Day to Day, 
that their Spirits did Mourn, and cheir 
Hearts were grieved bccaufe of the Hard- , 
ncfs of the Peoples Hearts, and their Re- 
bellion againft their Maker, who was fo 
Gra- 
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Gracious to them, and knock'd at the Door 
of their Hearts, .calling for Juftice, Mercy 
aod Humility ; but behold Opprefllon, Cru- 
elty and Seif-Exalbtion ; notwithftandiDg 
the Lord did ftrive Co much with them, 
and fcDt lb many andeniable Troths, and 
lafalliblcTeftimooiei of the coming of his 
Son to Judgment. And fo clear a Mani- 
feftatioD of the way- to Eternal Sairatioo, 
girea forth of his own Mouth, by bis Eter- 
nal Spirit :- And having thefe for an Exam- 
ple, who wai kept by his Power and Ho* 
linefs, that tbey had not a )ot nor Cittle a- 
gainft them, but for Righteourners fake;- 
though tbey had Winnowed and Sifted them 
folong: Glory, Honour and Praifes, be gi- 
ven to God for Ever, who preferyed them. 

Their^'reaching and Speaking Co thofe in 
the Inquifiiion, gave fame Occajion to write 
down that which they underllood, of whai 
they fpoke, and fent it to the Court-Cham- 
ber, before the Inqui&tur and Magiilratei ; 
but the Lord did bJaft it, that ail their Con- 
trivances againlt them fignilied nothing;, 
nhich made 'them rejoice m God-, tbar he 
Itad not left them without his Prefence, in 
their Adverfity, and time of their Capti- 
vity from their Native Land. 

There came, whilft they were in theln- 

' qaifition, twenty Sail of Ships, ode of 

Frtnee 
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frmct and Sf^n^ to joia wi£h the Cavaliers 
ia Mdt*, 10 fighl agaiait tbe Tm-kt^ as the 
Keeper told them : And the dread of Che 
Lwd fell upOQ 54r4ib CAfftwi, and Com- 
maoded her to Prophefie agaiott thofe of 
MUtd^ and the crycd out Daily, {aying, 
God ii Jtngry^ G»d is -Anfrj^ Mid you caiatot 
frofftrt Go n»t farth u MttrthtTt ntr t» KiB 
ant Aaatltir ; Ckrifk eame net tt dtfirrf Laft^ 
iM tofmie If. This Ibe fonoded forth ia tbe 
Ears of many; yet aoEwitfaitandtng there 
was great triumpbiag and glorying ia Blood. 

Ttie^jght before cbey vrenc out Co Fight, 
K4tlt4riHt faw in a Vifioo, a broad Tab of 
Blood, and it did run over on each fide into 
the Water, and defiled it, that the coald 
bave none to Driak ; for which Oie was ex- 
ceediogly troubled in Spirit : This was fig- 
Bified, ro have rrferreocc to their Fighl 
and Slaughter upon the Sea with the Turin -, 
and the Cavaliers returned with great Lofs, 
and their Joy was turned into Sorrow, aad 
their Mirth iato Moarning; becaufe. Chey 
would not be forewarned by this Prophetefs. 

They would not let them 'know whea 
there were any EngliOi Ships in the Har- 
bour^ but the Lord appeared unto K-uhd- 
rimlna Dream, and fajd. There were two 
Meo in the City, who did plead in their 
Behalf for tbeir Ubcrcy: And that he had 
takea 
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' taken att Fear away from them, aod made 
tfaem bold. 

In a little while after the Magiltrates 
km for tbetn forth, andaft'd them, fftluy 
wtrt^Sick f Or W0m»d mtf thinf ? Aod were - 
very tender to- 'em, and told Chan, Thtf 
^hU writt r# England ; and accordingly 
bid the iScribe girc them. Ink aud ^aper^ 

. be laid he would ^ but he did not. 

They did not let them know of any Eng- 
lifli that were there ; bat there was one 
FrtuKu Sttwm^d oi Lmtdm^ a Captain of a 
Ship, and a Frier of iTtimd, who came to 
the Cicy together : And they took great 
Paios for thein, and went to their _KuIer, 
the Inqsifltor, and feveral Magilb-ates antf 
Friers, the New Engli^ Conful going along 
with them, and wrought miKh amoogft 
them, that all fecm'd willing to let them go, 
fiVe the Inqnifitor \ but they had many E- 
□emies who would not be feen: And the 
laquifitor faid, Hi coiild not fi-tt tkem^ vfhh' 
tta an Ordtr from iht Pope. However, 
thefe two Friendly Men tbe Lord had railed 
up in their behalf, obtained the Favour to 
go and fpeak to ihem in the Inqnifition ; 
which was a great thi'rig in fuch a place. 

Afterwards they were fcoi for to the

kjui to Eaglfliid ? And they aDfvrered, Yes, 
if U were the Will of God. The aforefaid 
Captaia was there, and fpoke to tbem with 
Ttfars io his Eyes, aod told them what he 
bad done for them ; but could not prevail : 
Jt it this litftl^tor hinders, fays he, tht rtft «r> 
i»A^ wiSini : kod he told them, the chief 
thiag that they had againft-theiD,. ifras that 
thty Pri/uhid tmont-tkt PiepU. They reply'd, . 
they were called upon the Tefiimoay of 
their Coofcience, and that the Truth they 
had witneOed forth amoagft them, they 
would [land to, and maintain with their 
Blood. He (aid, If ibty could £tt «/, hi 
wthld frttly give them their Pf/pr^*, mtd fro- 
vide for thtmy for thtVeffilwMhisewil. They 
reply'd. His Love was as well accepted of 
the Lord, as if he did carry theai. Then 
he ofTered them Money, and when he faw 
they dar'd not accept any, he took their 
Names; whereupon they gave him Corns 
Account of the Treatment they had met 
with, telling him, that they had taken them 
out of their Wa^, and put them into the 
Inquifition, and bid them cbunge thtir Minds^ i 
which they could not C^or the Lord had 
changed them, into that which changeth 
not) though they Ibould have burnt them 
to AQies,or chopt them to Pieces. A Frier 
faid, They did not Wsrk ; which was filfe \ 
for 
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for- tbey had work of their own, and did 
work as ch«y were able ^ adding, that their 
Work and Maintenance was in Erglmd : 
and they faid, h vm trm. Then the Frier 
fatd, Tbiy would ntt Mtcept of tht Intpt^ttrt 
Ditt. They told them, they did not know 
who did prepare for chem^ yet they did' 
receiVe their Meat, as they had frecidom. 
Then he faid. That thty hfd fi^trtd Utig <• 
wi^, md tot ifty ^M *^ fh»iiid h*ai thtir 
BruJtm in ftm I>^j \ mid thm thiy wtuU 
ftnd t« tki Pope far 4H Order j dtid tkirt wtrt 
tturty English Ships thut Wf^i ahtreia th^ 
imgkt JUturn. But this kind Captain, faw 
how hafd a thing ii was to gei them Re- 
leas'd \ fo that it grieved him to the Heart, 
and whei) he went away, he prayed God to ' 
' -comfort them ^ having ventured himfelf ex- 
ceedingly in thai Place: And in remra for 
bis Love, they did befeech God to BIcfs 
and Prcfervc him unto Everlallin^ Lifej 
and never to let him nor bis, go without a 
Blefliag from him. 

The Captain acgaaintcd thenj alfo what 
fervice the Jrifit Frier had done for them \ 
who had g^-eal Expectation, that they 
Aould have their Freedom in a little time : 
And they reply'd, that he would never 
have cauTe to Repent i(; the Bledlng of 
God noold be npCMi him for any thing he 
Ibould 
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jboQld do for tbem ; for tbejr were the Ser- 
vants ef the Living God. 

Theft ferviceable Mea (who had miiga- 
led thcFury of their Adrerlaries for the pre-: 
fent) being gone they arole up afrefli agaiaft 
them with one Accord, and Ibut ap their 
Coors raany Weeks, trying them agaiji for 
theirUres; yet they could aot find out what 
Provocation they had given them ; but only 
that the refttefs Eaemy of Mankind, who al- 
ways ftriyei to hinder the Work of God, 
and feeks the jitter Subveriloa and Ruin of 
bis Servants, had raided up again his laftrn- 
raeats to Perlecute them afrefli : Yei ! 
here is Teen the Prerervatioa of their God, 
sbac as this Old Perrecitor had not Power 
over the Life of Job^ no more had he Pow- 
er over tbefe Handmaids of Chriftj bat 
they were ftilt kept alive in the Body, aod i 
alive ia Sj^irit to him who had thus fecor- ' 
ed them, in a deep Seoce, and daily Ac- 
knowledgment of his Bountiful Favours, 
that be had not taken the Comforter, the , 
Gift of bis Holy Spirit from them, nor ' 
forfaken them in Tribulation, in a (trange < 
Land. 

Upon a Day white they were Cruelly QiQi I 

up, the Lord Inquifitor went up into a '

tor Ihould fend' them to him. This occa- 
fion'd him to give Command for the Door 
to be opened Oiifc a Week,; and in ft^me 
time afcer» it was op^Qcd exeT.^DaK. . 

Bui they had greaVn'A^i^ipa-fiiQ, ifor 
thofe' in the'Prifofl were Replies to thcin^ 
erpeciaUy Che Frien, for w hicb the Lord 
did viGt them with bis dreadful Judgmeacs y 
the Fner was tormented Night and Day, 
his Body was in a perilhing Condition, and 
the Doftors and Chirurgeons folio w'd'tiini 
along time. 

About this time there were two or three 
Englifh Ships came into the Harbour, ^6 
Strah Taw the coming of them in a Vifion of 
the HighE, and thai there was gredt Plea^ 
iDgfor them ; but Ibe beard i. Voice, fayf 
log. They etidd not av thin. So ibaE by this 
immediate kaonledge tbey vere made mil; 
ling to wait the Lord's time. 

After the Ships were gone ihcy ftntfor 
them forth, and alk'd then^" If th't% wtjfld 
be Catholicks? And they anfwered,' Thai 
they were true Chriflians, and bad receiy«4 
the Spirit of Chrifi ; and they that had ao^ 
E . ■ ■ • the. 
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fte Spirit of Chriff:, were none of bis. One 
of the Magiiffraics (hewed them the CrofS, 
fabt they told them, they did take up the 
Crois of Chrifl Daily, which Was the great 
PoWer of God, to CrucifieSin and Inrqui- 
ty^ Alfo telliag them. That one of their 
Fathers did proraife them their Liberty ; 
ailtfthat theyiftd think that Frier was too 
teode^-heattedto ftigiatnoDgft them. 

The N^w'fenglKhOmlhl being there, 
^d them of the Ships, and faid, TW; 
99Mld net Ut tkttn go itntefi they muUd be Cm- 
iiulicJu \ md thitt othemife tky mufi [nfftr 
mart laprifonnuHt. YeG laying, That bt did 
uhat hi eodd far thiM. 

Another time the Englifh Conful came 
to them, and told them, That the inquifi- 
ter fint him to Inoto if thty ifaitld bt Qitho- 
UAt^ Te*y or Nay : They reply'd, they were 
tmfe' Chriftiaas. He faid, -Iftheywudd he 
Guholkht th^ mi^ht dwtS M Malta^ »r g» to 
England. Bat they anr#ered, Thty Were 
the Sfctvants of the true and living God. ■ 

8 at of the Magil^trates that came with the 
oofijl, told f hem, Thty ^ire not Orrijtians^ 
nfither had thty tht Crtfs of Chrifi. They 
rtpTy'il; they were Chriftians, and had re- 
dirred ilhe spirit of Cbrilt, which made a 
Chriftianj add he that had not the Spirit 
of Cfatlft, was noChtiftiaa ; and that they 
bad 
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had the Crofs of Gbrift, for t*at irithtfut 
the Crofs there h no Salvation: TtBrng 
tliem, the Crofs of Cfcrift is the Power of 
God to Salf stionj to cTwy one thiit ht> 
lievctll. Then'he told them. If they^uld 
mt ki Ctthatich, they mfijt fi^ir fmg htfrri^ 
fonmtnt, hy the Pope'j Order.

God. 

- Iq ehis long' Imprifonmeae, nbidt was 
about three Years before Damtl Baiter vifit- 
ed ehem, they had, at times, kept fotne Ac- 
•couat of their Trials and Exefcifet, whea 
the? had Pen, Iirk and Paper, vhlch for the 
TOOK part they were debar'd of; yei the 
fmall time Ihey bad 'em, they made fuch 
good Ufe thereof, as to write the Far- 
, ticulars of this Relation, in Letters to 
Relations, Friends, &q. and two Kpittlest 
One by Kaiharine tvans^ and A& Other by 
Sarah CheeVtrs. 

An^ now it came to pafs, that they had 
an Opportunity to deliver them: ior Danitl 
Baker vifitiag them cfie time he ftayed 
there, at theloquifition-PriToa, they deli- 
Tered them thro' the Grate for Turn, at ie- 
venil Times: Bat once. as they wore hand- 
inS 
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ing fome Letters thro' tTte Grate of the 
Prifbn, by the hstkl of another Man, to be 
giveo to Ddmel Saier, he being then prr- 
lent in the Room alio, the iaid Letters 
were intercepted, and in the firft place 
comitmnicated to the Pope's Lord Int^ificor, 
and he forthft:ith fciit for the EnglUhCoR- 
Tul, charging hiaj, to gel the Ume truly 
copied out. 

This made. the Cooful wratfa with D4nitt 
Baitry that he'ibouM hare ft much Trooblc 
by his Meam : But D. Stitr Imoning that 
there was not aay tiling in them, but what 
came fi-om a good Ground of Tnnocency, 
Trnth, and pare Natural AfFcaion, . was 
raored In Boweh of tender Lave, left thele 
Letters (hould finally mircarry, or be Qtut 
up In Obfcuriiy, to offer to the Conful, 
That if ti wercni(fli a TrttuMewhim, if he 
woirid beplea&'d to let him h^e the txt- 
ters, he'wmild copy fhcm out imly. 

Aftct ft>me ttttie he coaientea to this, 
a nd gate iht Leciers into p, Baktr'i Hands, 
laying df it carneftly upon him to perform 
it f^ithftiHy : which he did with Gladne^ 
bf Heart ; not lb much to grati^e the Con- 
ful'sWlU, as topreferve what was written. 

A'tier he had nnlfbed chem, he gave the . 

fair Copies into the Conful's Hand, for the 

Lord -Inquilitor ; and by this Means he ob> 

tain'd 
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tain*d the very Defire of bis Heart, and 
retained the Original Copies for the Service 
of Truth, and fake of the People of God.
